4)  Provide clarification of the citizen requirements for both the graduate and undergraduate 
scholarship recipients.  Both graduate and undergraduate scholarship recipients must be U.S. 
citizens.     
 
5)  Add the following statement to paragraph 6. (Research Opportunity Description) of 
Section I . entitled “Research Opportunity Description”: 
 
NOTE:   At the time of the original posting of this BAA, the SFRP application for FY 07 had 
closed.  However, the application process has been reopened for those HBCUs/MIs Principal

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Investigators who have not previously participated or applied to the SFRP, for purposes of this

6)  Revise the second paragraph stated under Section III entitled “Eligibility Information” to 
change the requirement for participation in the FY 07 SFRP.  Paragraph two under Section III is 
revised to read as follows:  
 
“To facilitate research coordination/collaboration with a Navy lab, the Principal Investigator (PI) 
of the proposal must have previously participated in the Navy Summer Faculty Research 
Program or must apply to the FY07 SFRP.  HBCU/MI PIs whose proposals are selected for an 
award under REP, but who have not previously participated in the SFRP, must commit to one ten 
week (10) SFRP during the life of the grant and will be expected to participate therein.” 
 
7)  Revise the budget as provided under Volume 2:  Cost Proposal, Section IV entitled 
“Application and Submission Information” to read as follows: 
 
Part 1: Detailed breakdown of all costs by cost category by fiscal year. Start date for budget 
purposes should be 14 May 2007.  Thus, as noted below, the proposed budget for 36 months 
beginning 14 May 2007 and will have four budget periods.  
 
(1) 4.5 months (14 May 2007 through 30 September 2007)  
(2) 12 months (01 October 2007 through 30 September 2008)  
(3) 12 months (01 October 2008 through 30 September 2009)
